REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1950. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Education  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

i have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  for 
the  year  ended  3 1st  December,  1930. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Report  deals  chiefly  with  the  general  scheme  of  medical  inspection 
and  treatment  of  the  school  children  of  the  County,  and  the  statistical  tables  have  been  prepared  in 
accordance  with  those  set  out  by  the  Ministry  of  Education. 

Staff. 

Of  the  22  Assistant  Medical  Officers  on  the  Staff  (including  2 in  the  Area  of  the  Ebbw  Vale, 
Abertiliery.  Nantyglo  and  Blaina  Divisional  Executive),  I 7 were  engaged  in  the  joint  work  of  the  School 
Health  Service  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  sei  vices  of  8 Consultant  Specialists  were  available  during  the  year,  and  details  of  the  Clinics 
held  are  mentioned  later. 

Theie  weie  43  Lady  Health  Visitors  engaged  in  the  joint  work  at  the  end  of  the  year.  This  figure 
includes  6 working  in  the  area  of  the  Divisional  Executive,  and  the  actual  time  devoted  to  School  Nursing 
work  was  equivalent  to  that  of  13  Health  Visitors.

REPORT  OF  SENIOR  DENTAL  OFFICER. 

The  School  Dental  work  of  the  School  Health  Service  was  carried  out  by  the  Senior  Dental  Officer 
and  five  Assistant  Dental  Officers,  one  of  whom  was  temporary  and  resigned  in  June,  1950.  Mr.  J.  K. 
Noot.  the  Senior  Dental  Officer,  resigned  on  31st  October,  1950,  and  Mr.  E.  F.  Sumner  succeeded  him 
in  this  position.  Efforts  to  obtain  the  services  of  replacements  were  fruitless.  There  was  also  a part- 
time  officer  working  in  the  area  of  the  Divisional  Executive. 

Dental  work  in  the  Rural  Areas  continued  to  be  carried  out  by  means  of  a Mobile  Dental  Surgery, 
and  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  a new  vehicle,  designed  on  modern  lines,  was  put  into  service. 

In  addition  to  the  treatment  outlined  in  Table  V,  60  new  orthodontic  cases  were  commenced,  and 
16  partial  dentures  provided  for  school  children.  75  X-ray  examinations  were  also  carried  out. 

New  Clinics  were  opened  during  1950  at  Pontypool  and  Abertillery,  and  the  dental  surgeries  in 
these  premises  were  fitted  with  the  latest  type  of  equipment. 

PROVISION  OF  SCHOOL  MEALS  AND  MILK  (INCLUDING  THE  DIVISIONAL  EXECUTIVE 

AREA). 

There  are  at  present  217  School  Canteens  providing  meals,  free  of  charge  and  on  payment,  to 
316  School  Departments.

In  addition.  374  children  attending  Nursery  Schools  were  provided  with  meals. 

Milk  is  supplied  free  of  charge  for  drinking  purposes,  and  out  of  an  average  daily  attendance  of 
45,467  approximately  39,981  children  receive  one-third  of  a pint  of  milk  per  day.  The  374  children  in 
Nursery  Schools  also  receive  this. 


PHYSICAL  EDUCATION. 

Report  upon  Children  referred  by  the  School  Medical  Staff  for  Remedial  Exercise*  during  the  Year 

1950. 

The  School  Medical  Officer's  lists  of  children  requiring  corrective  exercises  have  received  atten- 
tion. Every  effort  is  made  to  carry  out  individual  treatment;  it  is  not  possible  to  treat  these  children  m a 

wholesale  manner. 

With  this  object  in  view  special  exercises  are  prescribed  and  sketched  on  charts.  These  are  demon- 
strated to  the  children,  and  to  the  class  teachers  responsible  for  their  physical  training 

Arrangements  are  made  for  the  daily  performance  of  these  special  exercises;  should  nome  con- 
ditions be  found  favourable,  then  the  aid  of  parents  is  sought  so  that  the  exercises  are  done  at  home  as 
well  as  at  school.  This  method  has  proved  as  successful  as  any  yet  adopted  and  over  the  past  few 

years  the  results  obtained  have  given  every  encouragement. 

Follow  up  visits  are  made  from  time  to  time  and  altered  exercises  frequently  given.  In  this  way 

progress  is  made  and  defects  eradicated. 

The  majority  of  cases  show  improvement,  and  one  must  give  credit  to  the  Head  and  Assistant 
Teachers  for  their  valuable  assistance  and  co-operation.

Handicapped  Pupils. 

739  children  came  within  the  categories  given  in  the  table.  1 

Of  the  total  number  examined,  80  children  are  at  Special  Schools,  556  are  at  Maintained  Schools, 

and  103  are  not  attending  school. 

The  suitable  education  of  all  these  children  is  a complex  matter  as  each  category  requires  a 
different  kind  of  education,  and  therefore  it  does  appear  reasonable  to  suggest  that  the  Residential 
School”  system  of  education  would  be  the  correct  solution  for  the  majority. 

Blind  children  of  the  County  are  admitted  to  special  schools  by  arrangement  with  other  Authorities 
who  have  established  such  institutions  large  enough  to  admit  children  in  addition  to  their  own.  Tb<*\ 
also  applies  to  Deaf  pupils.  A considerable  number  of  the  latter  were,  until  September,  1950,  accom- 
modated in  the  Royal  Cambrian  Institution  for  the  Deaf,  but  after  that  date  they  were  transferred  to 
the  Residential  School  for  the  Deaf  at  Llandrindod  Wells.  The  latter  is  administered  by  the  Welsh  Joint 
Education  Council. 

Epileptic  pupils  and  those  suffering  from  multiple  disabilities  are  also  admitted,  as  vacancies  arise, 
to  special  schools  belonging  to  other  Authorites. 

There  are  no  Open-air  Departments  in  the  County  Schools,  these  having  been  discontinued  a 
number  of  years  ago  owing  to  the  demand  for  accommodation  for  increased  numbers  of  scholars  in  exist- 
ing schools.  ..  , 

The  large  groups  of  educationally  sub-normal  pupils  need  special  facilities,  and  it  is  difficult 

to  provide  a Central  Day  Special  School  in  a County  when  the  factor  of  distance  and  transport  must 
be  considered,  even  if  suitable  accommodation  is  possible.

On  October  26th,  1950,  The  Mount,”  Chepstow,  was  opened  as  a Special  School  giving  residential 
accommodation  for  24  maladjusted  pupils.  However,  5 of  the  places  were  reserved  for  pupils  from  the 
County  Borough  of  Newport. 

Early  in  1951  it  is  hoped  to  open  Hilston  Park,”  Monmouth,  for  the  reception  of  residential 
educationally -sub-normal  pupils.  In  the  course  of  preparation  also  is  Mounton  House,  Chepstow,  for  the 
reception  of  delicate  pupils.

Difficult  times  have  been  experienced,  but  in  spite  of  all  the  many  setbacks, 
the  child,  its  home  life,  surroundings  and  school  life  have  benefited  from  the  development  of  the  Medical 
Services. 

The  facilities  for  treatment  of  school  children  now  available  are  extensive,  and  it  can  be  said  that  the 
majority  of  parents  accept  treatment  very  willingly  on  behalf  of  their  children.

The  Education  Act,  1944,  prescribes  that  free  medical  treatment  for  all  pupils  in  attendance  in 

schools  and  County  Colleges  maintained  by  the  Authority  shall  be  provided. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the  services  of  a family  doctor  are 
-vailable  to  every  child.  The  Health  Visitor,  who  was  primarily  concerned  with  the  care  of  mothers  and 
young  children  is  now  concerned  with  the  health  of  the  household  as  a whole  including  the  preservation 
of  health  and  precautions  against  the  spread  of  infection.  It  can  be  visualised  that  an  important  part  is 
to  be  exercised  in  health  education,  and  the  Health  Visitor  will  work  m the  closest  co-operation  with  the 

family  doctor. 

A great  deal  of  praise  may  be  conferred  upon  your  staff  of  Health  Visitors  for  the  diligent  way 
in  which  they  have  accomplished  their  work  in  their  areas,  and  to  the  Area  Medical  Officers  of  Hea 
and  General  Practioners  for  their  co-operation  in  every  way. 


Co-ordination.  , . 

The  School  Health  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  services  are  co-ordinated,  and  this 
scheme  is  definitely  an  advantage  in  operating  all  the  services  conferred  upon  the  chi.d  from  birth  to 
the  time  of  leaving  school.  Close  co-operation  between  School  Nurse,  child  and  parent  is  always  we 
established  in  all  the  areas  of  the  County.  This  also  applies  to  the  Medical  Officers  and  Dental  Surgeons. 

To  all  these  Officers  and  the  Clerical  Staff  1 extend  my  appreciation  of  the  valuable  assistance 


afforded  to  the  Authority.
